Gentlemen, 


I  herewith  "beg  to  hand  you  my  Report  for  the  year  1925. 

The  district  comprises  the  parishes  of  Uffington,  T«.llington 
West  Deeping,  Braceborough,  Wilsthorpe,  Barholm,  Greatford  and 
Stow. 

The  staple  industry  is  agriculture.  The  area  is  of  open 
land  with  woodland,  and  like  the  None  on  which  it  borders,  is  flat.

Vital  Statistics . 

During  the  year  22  births  were  registered  in  the  district. 
This  is  equal  to  a  birth-rate  of  19.56  per  1000  of  the  estimated 
population.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  18.5 

20  Deaths  were  registered  as  occurring  in  or  belonging  to 
the  district.  This  gives  a  death-rate  of  14.05  per  1000  of  the 
estimated  population.  The  rate  for  [England  and  Wales  is  12.2 

There  were  2  deaths  of  infants  under  1  year  of  age.  This 
gives  an  infantile  death-rote  of  71.42  per  1000  births. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  75. 

Ge nero.1  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area. 

Hospitals  provided  or  subsidized  by  the  Local  Authority  or 

by  the  County  Council. 


There  is  no  Hospital  of  any  kind  in  the  district. 

At  Stamford,  which  is  close  to,  there  is  a  General  Hospital  maintain¬ 
ed  by  endowments  and  voluntary  subscriptions.  Here  patients  are 
received  fro  treatment  from  the  neighbouring  villages. 

There  are  no  hospitals  in  the  district  for  Tuberculosis 
Maternity  or  Children. 

Never  Attached  to  the  Infir;aary  at  Stamford  are  Never  Blocks, 
and  cases  of  infectious  disease  are  admitted  there  from  the 
district.  Nor  these  services  the  District  makes  an  annual  subsidy. 
There  is  oocommodat ion  for  50  cases,  and  Enteric  Scarlet  Never 
Diphtheria  are  treated  simultaneously. 

Small  Pox.  Arrangements  are  in  existence  by  which  the  Rural 
District  Councils  and  the  Borough  of  Stamford  maintain  and  use 
a  Hospital  situated  conveniently  to  the  district. 

Ambulance  facilities. 

There  are  no  Ambulance  facilities  in  the  Digtrict.  All 
infectious  cases  are  removed  to  the  Stamford  Infirmary  in  the 
Ambulance  attaohed  to  that  establishment . 

Nor  non- infect ious  cases,  there  is  a  branch  in  Stamford 
of  the  St..  John  Ambulance  Association,  and  also  one  at 
St ibbington. 
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Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres*  Arrangement s  are  in 

existence  £or  the  provision  of  professional  nursing  in  the 
home  to  patients  in  the  district.  They  are  quite  independent 
of  the  District  Council,  and  are  maintained  and  controlled 
hy  an  Association  which  is  supported  hy  voluntary  subscription. 

For  Infectious  Diseases  There  is  no  provision  made  for 
nursing  infectious  cases  (Measles  &c) 

Sanitary  Ciroumstanoea  of  the  Area. 

Water  Supply.  The  water  supply  of  the  district  is,  for 
Uf f ington  a  conducted  supply  drawn  from  a  deep  well  and 
conveyed  hy  gravitation  to  standpipes  throughout  the  village. 

The  rest  of  the  district  from  wells  only. 

Rivers  and  Streams.  The  district  is  drained  by  the  Rivers 
Welland  and  Glen,  and  are  so  situated  that  little  or  no 
pollution  is  possible. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  The  drainage  of  the  district  is  confined 
to  the  wo rk  of  getting  rid  of  surface  water. 

Closet  accommodation.  The  tub  closet  is  the  type  in  general 
use.  there’  are  still  pit  closets  which  are  being  steadily 
converted  to  tub  closets,  and  also  a  few  water  closets. 

Schools. The  Schools  in  the  District  are  well  built  and  in  good 
sanitary  condition.  The  water  supply  to  each  is  good.

T5ie  re  is  a  local  water  supply  at  Uffington  controlled 
hy  the  Council  and  supplied  from  standards  in  the 
village.  There  is  a  sufficient  and  constant  supply. 

The  health  of  the  district  has  "been  very  good. 

There  has  been  only  2  cases  of  infectious  disease 
during  the  past  5  years,  1  of  Diphtheria  and  1  of 
Scarlet  Fever. 
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
